The second comptroller of the treasury 


has decided an interesting pension ques- 
tion. Mark Newman died in August, 1884. 
Sis application for pensions on account 
ot disabilities incurred during the war 
waa grunted October 4,1884, and entitled 
him to 82,489 at the time of bis death. 
Having left no widow or children, no 
part of the accrued pension became pay- 
able except enough to reimburse the per 
son who bore the expenses of his last 
sickness and burial, under section 4,718 
of tho revised statutes. John Parsons 
at whose house the dead pensioner lived, 
liter bis discharge from the army in 1864, 
for a portion of the time down to his 
death, filed a claim, amounting to 84,401i 
lor expenses incidental to his last sick- 
ness and burial, on the theory that the 
injuries received by the pensioner while 
in service were of such a serious and per- 
manent character that tho whole period 
of time which intervened between bis 
discharge and duath, about twenty years, 
is to be regarded ae his last illness. The 
claim was--once passed -upon by the 
accounting officers and in January, 1885, 
an account was stated in favor of the 
claimant for the whole amount of the 
accrued pension, $2,439. The second 
comptroller, in deciding the case, says 
that the phrase, "last sickness," has al- 
ways been limited to that which ia tho 
Immediate cause of death, and can never 
3e applied to a long period of disability 
as in this case, fromV which no fatal 
results were to be immediately appie- 
hended; The comptroller allows tbe 
claimant for expenses of board, nursing 
and care of the pensioner, $320; for bill 
ot physician, $92, and for funeral ex" 
ponses. 857—in all, S4G9.

OURSES THE PLAGUE HAS PURSUED 


IN THE PAST. 


[Iiitor Ocean.] 


Tho march of cholera toward Chicago iJ 
eorfully anticipated, -sinco tho experience 
with past opldomics of tho disease -teaohea 
s.that ascapo nort year ia hardly t» bo 
oped lor. There ia a painful Interest in 
oting the conrso th« plaguo parsuos in its 
dvanco upon the groat central points ol 
Ivilizatlon. In 1383 cholera prevailed it 
rrance to such an extent that 120,000 deaths 
Kcurrod within tho yaar,. 7,000. o£ -whioi 
•were la tho short spaco of eighteen days, 
n tho spring of tho nort year it appeared 
n England and in Ireland. 
From Uver- 


ool, Cork, Limoriok, and Dublin • flvo yes- 
ols of omicrants sailed for Qtiobec, and 179 
.oaths occurred during the passage. Those

twenty-four hours aftor the poison particles 
•wore liberated tho disease appeared. 
It is 


thus shown that cholera is not general' in: 
this country from "any local conditions, but 
depends upon tho introduction of the speci- 
fic poison of tho disease. Water is the main 
channel through which tho infectious prin- 
ciples of the disease are spread, but the par- 
ticlos can also be conveyed in clothms, 
proving fatal when li berated.

How the Industry is Effected 


as the Result ot the Stongh- 


tnn Fire. 


—Mr. C. F. Diokey, of Brodhead 


writes: "I have noticed ia the Daily 
Gazette several items o£ what you call 
"quick time" in raising tabacco.

Tho weather during a part of thti week 


has been somewhat premonitory.'cf frost. 
and tobacco has been brought in at a 
great rate. Most of the farmers, however. 
have learned by experience just how 
much they can expect from a heavy frost 
and so if the tobacco is too green to be 
serviceable, they are letting it stand. In 
some few cases this rule will do vary well, 
but farmers should remember that the 
tbick, furry green leaf will sell but little 
better than frosted goods. Some rather 
misinformed people have lately been 
writing of the prospers tor '85 tobacco 
" 
ia a 
very discouraging manner, but 


on investigation it is found that the crop 
is doing very well. To be sure one o 
two farmers whose planls have been at 
tacked by grasshoppers or rust, hav 
straightway written to the agricultural 
journals stating that the leaf in thei 
vicinity is ruined. 
These evils exis 


mainly in the minds of a few disguste 
gravers, as very little rust is to be seen 
and the grasshoppers have done very lit 
tie damage, except around the edges o 
fields. 
nearly half ot the crop is now safel, 
housed, and farmers can congratulat 
themselves on the cool weather. Ha 
tho days been warm, jnst after the lab 
rain the ruet would have appeared to 


L;J extent. As it is the leaf hi 


been gathering body, gum and flavor an 
the '85 crop wi1!, barring all unlooke 
for disasters, be fully up to the best vVis 
consin standard.

OON-NECTIOOT VAiLEY. 


The past week has been jnet such 


one as is needed to bring toward the 
late crops, as well as t^ ripen the earlier 
crops. Yet we 'ear that the hot, damp 
weather prevailing will cause house burn 
or pole sweat on that portion of tho crop 
first housed. Thus far we hear of but 
slight damage by hail m Now England. 
A small section of Houeatonio valley, 
and a narrow belt below Westfield, has 
been injured, partly in Rufh'eld and 
South wick, and perhaps other towns ad- 
joining. But as a whole the growing 
crop is looking well, and under contm 
•ued favorable weather bids fan- to rival 
our last yeai's excellent crop, and 
be free from white veins, as the latter 
seldom appear when suitable rainfall IB 
had in the rimo of the maturing of tbe 
crop. These veins are invariably found 
in seasons of drought, unless the soil is 
very rich. Groen worms are far from 
being troublesome; tho tame is true of 
grasshoppers. Tho wind of August 3, 
which blew down considerable tobacco, 
is the only damage we have hnd to con 
tend with thus fur. Wbere the growers 
at cuce set it up it stands erect and all 
right; where this was not done, crooked 
stalks is the result, not a very serious 
trouble, except in bunging. Aa we have 
traveled through various parls of tbe lo- 
baoco region we have't scon a single 
plant showing rust, 


N. B. Since the above was put in 


type a severe series of thunder storms, 
which passed north and tost of Hartford, 
Ct, Monday afternoon, did great damage 
to the tobacco crop. Most of the injur 
ies were in Bloomficld, Windsor and the 
noith part of East Hartford. The leaves 
were badly cut by hail and beaten down 
in tho soil. Tbe plants were, in some 
instances washed out ot the ground. The 
damage to the tobacco crop in the path 
of the storm is estimated at $150,C30. 
Many trees wire blown down and whole 
orchards ruined. Several tobacco sheds 
were blown down. In South Winaor, 
where the acreage of tobacco is large, tho 
loss is great, yet aiinuot be estimated at 
thia writing. The storm also raged along 
the east bank of tho river aa far as Ware- 
house Point. The farmers had just be- 
guu to harvest the crop o.' tobacco, but at 
.least four-fifths in this vicinity was in 
the Geld. — American Cultivator. 
'• •

Some oC tbe lower leaves on nearly every 
plant were destroyed, but the upper 
leaves, which were small at. the time cf 
the storm, were very seldom injured and 
show no trace of the icy visitation, having 
developed into very nice tobacco. Even 
some fields that were thought lu'ned 
will show a fair amount of wrappers. 


But we regret to say another calamity 


has recently come upon the crop. With- 
in ten days or two weeka luat has de- 
veloped itfa large number of fields, cre- 
ating much alarm, as well as damage. 
In two-thirds nf all the fields we. saw, 
the owners were busy housing the orop, 
and that, too, without much reforenie to 
the condition of ripeness. 
In fact, we 


soil muoh tobacoo being cut which was 
quite green. The reason given was in 
every instance the same: "If I cut now, 
unripe as the tobacoo is, I may be able 
to save something out of it; it I let it re - 
main longer, I am sure to lose it entirely 
through rust; 1 adopt the alternative 


We hear of something over ICO cafes 


being bought during the past week, at 
prices which we are unable to learn. 
Buyers are doing more or less riding, 
looting over the new crop, which they 
report as looking fine. 
The new crop is making remarkable 


growth, so mnoh so that; l&to net pieces 
will equal or snrpass in weight those set 
earlier, provided, of coarse, that frost is 
not unusually early. Harvesting was 
commenced by some the tore part of thia 
week. Tbeie lots were eet early, and are 
said to be fully iipe. Next week the cut- 
ting will become quite common, though
